Although the Chinese wheat 
and rice ereps are increasing to 
substantial figures, UNRRA 
terms the prospécts there .18 be- 
ing “not encouraging.” 

The Agency, which has its 
largeat single programme allot- 
ted to China, suid that although 
it expected the rice yield take 
only about 10 per cent below the 
prewar average, the “deficit be- 
comes larger when the rise in 
population, despite war losses 
and drastic reductions. in re- 
serves of faod, are considered.” 

During the war .years, vast 
areas of. Chinese agricultural 
lands were not cultivated be- 
cause of the Japanese invasion 
and an estimated 2,000,000 acres 
of rice and wheat production 
areas in North China were 
flooded ns the result of opening 
the Yellow River dykes In an 
effort to halt the Japanese mili- 
tary operations. 

There latter lands are not ex- 
pected to be returned to cultiva- 
tion until the Yellow River Con- 
servation Programme, which is 
finonced and undertaken by 
UNRRA, is completed. 


“Food-Short” Area 


This is expected to require at, 


lenst another year. UNRRA 
China survey stated that famine 
there continues to be wide- 
spread. As an example of the 
conditions there, it is sald that 
South China is a “food-short 
area” and that “there are possi- 
bly 6,000,000 people in Kwangsi 
Province and 10,000,000 people 
in South Hunan Province who 
aty rapidly becoming physically 
weakened as a result of acute 
sudden starvation.”

British seientists confirm 
reports that the United States 
has a germ wenpon more ter- 
rifying than the atomic bomb. 
Chapman Pincher, Daily Ex- 
presa science writer, nya Amer- 
ienn -bacteriologists have | pre- 
pared the germ of a deadly dis- 
ease—believed to be infantile 

paralysis—in powder form. . 
-" One millionth of an’ ounce of 
this powder ia enough to infect 


a man. ; 

Once inside hia <body It would 
increase and puralyse hin norv- 
oua system within a few days. 

~The powder is believed to be 
in mass production in the State 
of Indiana. 

The British Ministry of Sup- 
ply has a team working on 
measures to counter germ 
warfare. A 

The U.S. Naval Appropria- 
revealed 

that the Navy Bureau of Medi- 

cine and Surgery had developed 

“q new deadly weapon which 

would cause devastation equal 
to, if not greater than that 

t enuacd by the atomic bomb.” 

This was later said to be a 
germ spray capable of wiping 
out populations of Jarge citics 
and crops. : 

“The chairman of the Feder- 
ation of Atomic Scientists (Dr. 
Higinbotham) said in Washing- 
ton that at lenst two secret 
wenpons a8 dgngcerous to man- 
kind as the atomic bomb exist- 
ed. 

They were bacteriological war- 
fare and fission-product war- 
fare, sometimes called atomic 
pofson gas. 

Bacteriological warfare could 
be used to cut off food supplies, 
and radio-active material. could 
be used to trap people in shel- 
ters and caves he said. 


Conjugal Allergy 
‘New Orleans, Aug. 25. 
Conjugal ‘allergy is a serious 
medical torm, not something 
‘thought up by a legal wit for @ 
divorce petition, It may resemble 
asthma or skin disease and can be 
brought on by the proximity of 
one’s wife or husband. 


Dr, Leo H. Crisp of. the Univer-* 


sity of Pittsburgh told an allergy 
conference the trouble wasn't 
really caused by the wife or hus- 
band, but some accessory, 

Detective work often is needed 
to find it--it may be a fur coat, 
a face cream or shaving soap or & 
pet. , 

But, he said, when a person 
suddenly develops an allergy after

Asserting that industrlal unrest, 
lock of housing, shortages of food, 
clothing and transport were fac- 
tors, Dr. Bowman sald; -“Thou- 
snnds of servicemen who might 
otherwise have mado . good ad- 
justment to civillan life, are being 
thrown into a neurotic state. 

This is particularly truce of 
{hose with wives and children to 
caro for. . 

It has given them an unfortun- 
ate {feeling to find the country 
they were fighting .to save is in 
such a state of upheaval, 

“They have become embittered, 
distrustful and irritated, and they 
develop a fecling that they have 
been wasting thelr time defending 
such o country.” 

Dr. Bowman said there were 
now three-quarters of a milllon

Concert 
Review 


(By “Paul Pry”) 


Unlike Shanghai, Hong 
Kong is not blessed with a 
symphony orchestra and music- 
Jovers have to depend on “can- 
ned fare” in one form or 
another—chtefly ZBW and its 
limited supply of gramophone 
records. The attendance (or 
Jack of it) at the concert given 
yesterday “by the Lingnan 
University Orchestra in_ the 
King’s Theatre in ald of Ling- 
nan Y.M.C.A. Free School was, 
therefore, not only disappoint- 
ing, but surprising. 

Not that this orchestra is to 
be compared with Shanghai's 
municipal orchestra. It is small 
and numbers'n few food players 
—especially the Horn who, 
with a little more experience, 
’ should develop into a first-class 
performer on this most difficult 
of oll instruments. 

Some. ten short of even 
Haydn’s small orchestras, Ling- 
nan is well-represented in the 
Strings, Incks a vassoon in the 
Wood-Winds and a tuba in the 
Brass. Another curious omis- 
sion is in the Percussion, repre- 
sented solely by one piano—no 
timpani. The piano, incidental- 

,ly, was on the wrong side of 
the stage, with the result that 
‘on the rare occasions the player 
did glance at the conductor he 
had to stare back over his 
shoulder. . 

Avout half the orchestra is 
taken up with first and second 
violing, and frankly, some of 
them ure either tone-deaf or 
need a lot more practice. They 
attacked Suppe’s ‘Morning, 
Noon and Night’ overture as 
if they were afraid it would hit 
back, and hard. Their tendency 
to drag was most noticeable in 
Tobani's “Hearts and Flowers,” 
which in the days of silent films 
always accompanied the scene 
where the heroine and her poor 
chee-ild went out into the dark 

sand stormy night, Their fre- 
quent discords would have glad- 
dened the heart of some of our 
so-called “modern composers,” 

The only time everyone got 
together’ was in the finale, 
Schubert’s “Marche Militaire,” 
which was played with gusto 
and‘ accuracy and showed that 
the orchestra has the makings 
of a good one in it. .Pernays 
the players could do with a 
conductor who is more of a

I saw.’ one of our 
fighters elreling round a plane 
flying over Ljubljanno,” Tito 
gaid. “Thén I heard what recm- 
ed to bo o short burst of 
machine-gun fire, followed by a 
louder noise which sounded 
like a crash to the ground. Two 
‘hours later I. recoived'n report 
that an American plane had 
been over Ljubljana and when 
our fighters rose and signalled 
it to land it turned southeast. 
It was brought back but stub- 
bornly tried'to fly to the Aus- 
trian frontier.. These are real 
facts and {t is regrettable that 
the events were so distorted 
abrond and Yugoslavia made 
out as the guilty party, dis- 
turbing relations between .the 
allies. : 

“We have asked for nothing 
but respect for our sovereignty 
and have shown the greatest 
possible patience,” ‘Tito said 
that after the second incident, 
strict orders had been given not 
to shoot at such planes, but to 
ask them to land and if they 

| refused, to take thelr numbers 
and nationality.—Reuter.

Unless there is a sharp change 
in the course of the United Na- 
tions,.it is going to prove its im- 
potence more quickly than did 
the League of Nations. Russia's 
repeated use of the veto has 
climaxed a series of performances 
by the Security Council which has 
dampened popular hopes. 

The peoples of the world had 
been fed to look upon the Council 
as a world policeman, empowered, 
to enforce peace. Under the 
Charter it was designed to give 
the big powers a voice propartion- 
ate to their strength and special 
responsibility to maintain peace. 
But the idea of maintaining peace 
by force was definitely in the pic- 
ture and the Council was charged 
with certain executive functions, 

The total result. of the. various 
manoeuvres to date has been frus- 
tration—~plus confusion: and dis- 
couragement Of the people. OF 
course it ig not U.N.’s fault. In- 


-{deed, the United Nations by its 


very name reminds us that it con- 
sists only of its members and is not 
a separate, self-acting entity. And 
it is because the nations are un- 
willing to. give up a Intger men- 
sure of sovercignty that they do” 
not renlly put their hearts into 
U.N. Each one fears that if the 
policeman has real power he may 
enforce the community will upon | 
him. a 

It is necessary to recognise that 
the Security Council: can perform 
useful functions in clarifying the 
issuea in any situation and in 
bringing the ‘nations together 
around 4 council table. But too 
often its sessions are mere ehadow- 
boxing with little relation to vital 


|.decisions—which are made by the 


Foreign Ministers in their meet- 
ings. And unless the peoples in- 
sist on endowing U.N. with more 
power they will themselves Jose 
faith in it. vo 

When the Security Council 
meets this week it will have the 
Ukrainian protest against Greece 
before it and, possibly, the some- 
what involved dispute’ between the 
United States and Yugoslavia. 
Either or both these questions may 
well be the issue that will deter- 
mine the United Nations’ future.

Dangerous Precedent 


Tho Russian demand, in -fact, 
comes very near-to a suggestion 
that Turkey should concert with 
the Sovict Union in tearing up 
an ‘nternational trenty, That 
ia a prceedure which, if it were 
to auceed, would, to say the least | ° 
of It, create o strange and dan- 
gerous precedent for tho future 
of international law and inter- 
national organisation, : 

Tho fifth paragraph demands 
that the defence of the Straits 
must be jointly organised by 
Turkey and the Soviet Union 
“to provent ‘their use by other 


States for purposes hostile to 


the Black Sea Powers.” 

The Turks have no doubt of} 
the real meaning of that phrase, 
It means tho establishment of 
Russian garrisons on the shores 
‘of tho Bosphorus and the Dar-|: 
donelles; Russian military dom- 
ination of Istanbul; and the 
forcing of Turkey into a com- 
pletely dopendent relationship 
with the Sovict Union. 

Nor are Turkish sonxicties 
lessened ‘by the fnct that the 
presentation of this Russian 
demand for control of the 
Straits comes . at the same 
moment as Soviet championship 
of Bulgarian demands for an- 
rtexation of Western Thrace and 
for the establishment of Bulgar- 
fan ports on the Arepan. For 
were Bulgaria to secure this 
territory, Turkey would be cut 
off from Greeco and would have 
no Jand connection with Burope 
except through Russian-controll- 
ed territory. ° 
“Phe whole plan, like 50 much 
else in Soviet policy today, is 
simply o reversion to classic 
Czariat, policy.

Nor can one see any just- 
ifieation for the making of 
‘such dangerous’ claims, ope 
clally at the present time. The 
only argument which the Rus- 
sians, seem ‘to adduce is that 
Turkey js not-in herself strong 
enough to‘ undertake the" res- 
ponsibility of safeguarding the 
Straits against “use by other 
States for purposes hostile to 
the Binck Sea Powers.” : 

That is slightly old-fashioned 
thinking. For the chances of 
any. Power attempting in mod- 
ern conditions to force ‘a pas- 
sage through the Straits, - and 
so to send a fleet into the Black 
Sen, are entirely negligible, 
Even with Turkish compliance, 
no sane admiral would dream of 
committing ships to sucha miad 
adventure. . boos 

But even were it admitted 
that Turkey is, heraclf, hot able 
to undertake full’ responsibility 
for custodianship of the Straits, 
then surely the right thing 
would be: to associate with her 
not one Power but the Sccurlty 
Council of the United Nations. 

But over and ‘above all this, 
the real igaue is the manner In 
which any alteration of the pre- 
gent international law. on the 
‘subject of the ‘Straits is to be 
brought about. Both Turkey te 
the Western Powers accept the 
thesis that a change is desirable. 
But they must Insist that it 
‘hall be brought about by free 
negotintion between all partners 
to the present arrangment; and,. 
above all, there can be no qucs- 
tion of coercing Turkey by 
threats or by the show of force 
into any surrender of her in- 
depondenco or of hor sovoroign
